Nationnl  Insults— The  Monroe  Doctrine. 

•  BY  RDWARD  KVKRKTT. 

The  reader  may  recollect  t hat,  in  my  last 
number,  1  quoted  a  passage  from  the  London 
Quarterly  Review  for  January,  1862,  in 
which,  among  the  facts  that  proved  the  Uni- 
ted States  to  have  pursued  for  fifty  years  an 
offensive  course  toward  Great  Britain,  shew 
ing  herself  "not  a  loyal  friend,  but  a  grasping 
and  bullying  enemy,"  it  was  mentioned  that 
President  Pierce,  on  occasion  of  the  nego- 
tation  between  the  two  countries,  relative  to 
Central  America,  had  "avowed  his  adher- 
ence to  what  is  called  the  Monroe  doctrine.' 
At  the  close  of  the  article  I  observed,  that, 
us  far  as  the  so-called  Monroe  doctrine  "bore 
upon  the  affairs  of  Spanish  America,  it  had 
the  concurrence  and  warm  approval  of  the 
British  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Af- 
fairs, Mr.  George  Canning." 

It  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that,  so  soon 
affr  Mr.  Canning's  time,  the  Monroe  doc- 
trine should  so  far  have  lost  favor  in  Eng- 
land, that  it  should  be  characterized  by  a 
leading  journalist  as  a  national  insult,  and 
the  act  of  a  grasping  and  bullying  enemy, 
for  an  American  President  to  adhere  to  it. 
Even  if  the  English  government  had  wholly 
changed  its  own  views  on  this  subject  (of 
which  I  have  seen  no  prool),  it  was  surely 
no  matter  of  offense  that  an  American  Pres- 
ident adhered  to  a  declaration  of  one  of  his 
predecessors,  made,  not  merely  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  British  Minister  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  but,  as  I  shall  presently  show,  at  his 
earnest  and  presevering  solicitation. 

But  though  the  British  government,  as 
far  as  I  am  aware,  has  given  no  intimation 
that  it  has  changed  its  views  on  this  subject 
(unless  such  an  intimation  is  found  in  the 
lately  repeated  remark  of  Lord  Palincrston, 
that  perfect  harmony  exists  between  France 
and  England  as  to  the  foreign  policy  of  the 
two  powers),  it  is  confidently  staled  that  the 
merchants  of  London  "are  well  pleased  with 
the  course  pursued  by  Louis  \apoleon  in 
Mexico  "  The  following  statement  is  found 
in  the  City  Article  of  a  recent  number  of  the 
London  Times:  "It  would  be  "vain  to  deny 
that  the  feeling  of  the  merchants  of  Lon- 
don is  that  on  the  whole,  so  far  as  the  affair 
has  proceeded,  the  Emperor  Xapoleon  has 
done  a  great  service,  bolii  political  and  com- 
mercial, to  the  world — political,  in  confirm- 
ing the  previous  action  of  Spain  in  extin- 
guishing the  Monroe  doctrine;  and  commer- 
cial, in  restoring  the  intercourse  of  nations 
with  n  territory,  which,  from  its  geographi- 
cal position  and  mineral  wealth,  can  claim 
a  general  and  almost  exceptional  impor- 
tance." 

It  is  very  likely  that  individual  "mer- 
chants of  London,"  concerned  in  running  tire 
blockade,  or  in  speculating  in  the  confeder- 
ate loan,  may  be  pleased  with  any  event 
which  may  make  difficulty  between  France 
and  the  United  Slates,  but  I  greatly  doubt 
that  the  "merchants  of  London,"  as  a  body, 
are  delighted  to  have  either  the  commerce 
or  politics  of  Mexico  controlled  from  the 
Tuilleries.  As  for  the  statement  just  quoted, 
it  contains  a  grave  error  of  fact.  Spain 
has  never,  that  I  am  aware  of,  attempted  "to 
extinguish  the  Monroe  doctrine.'  On  the 
contrary,  from  the  moment  she  recognized 
the  independence  of  her  revolted  colonies, 
she  acquiesced  in  that  doctrine,  which,  as 
far  as  concerned  those  colonies  was,  that  the 
United  States  would  not  be  indifferent  to  any 
attempt  of  France  and  the  Holy  Alliance  to 
aid  Spain  in  subjugating  them. 

Xot  Only  has  Spain  made  no  attempt  to 
"extinguish"'  the  Monroe  doctrine,  but 
conjointly  with  England  she  withdrew  from 
theexpedilion  lately  undertaken  in  concert  by 
the  three  powers,  as  soon  as  she  found  that 
France  intended  to  conquer  and  occupy  the 
country.  It  remains  to  be  seen  how  far 
Spain,  a  proud  and  sensitive  power  of  the 
Latin  stock,  will  rejoice  at  having  her  an- 
cient colonial  kingdom  of  New  Spain  turned 
iuto  an  empire,  for  the  benefit  of  a  German 
prince,  bv  the  fiat  of  the  sovereign  of  France, 
and  with  remainder  to  any  other  candidate 
to  be  named  by  him.  if  the  Archduke  Maxi- 
milian should  decline. 

The  point,  however,  which  I  propose  at 
present  to  illustrate  is,  that  the  doctrine, 
whose  extinguishment  is  now  considered  by 
"the  London  merchants"  so  great  a  political 
and  commercial  benefit,  was  announced  by 
President  Monroe,  not  merely  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  British  Minister  of  Foreign 
Affairs,  but  at  hit  earnest  and  often  repeated  so- 
licitations. 

In  December,  1822,  the  dominion  of  Spain 
over  her  former  colonies  on  the  continent  of 
America  being  manifestly  at  an  end,  Eng- 
land determined  so  far  to  recognize  them  as 
to  send  consuls  to  some  of  the  principal 
ports.  In  March  following  (1823)  Mr.  Can- 
ning, at  that  time  Minister  of  Foreign  Af- 
fairs, addressed  a  dispatch  to  the  British 
Minister  at  Madrid,  in  which,  while  he  dis- 
claimed, on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  all 
intention  of  appropriating  to  herself  the 
smallest  portion  of  the  late  Spanish  colonies, 
he  intimated  at  the  same  time,  his  convic- 
tion, that  "no  attempt  would  be  made  bv 
France  to  bring  under  her  dominion  any  of 
tiiose  possessions,  either  by  conquest  or  ces- 
sion from  Spain."  France  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, was  at  this  lime  invading  Spain  for 
the  purpose  of  putting  down  the  constitu- 
tional government  and  restoring  Ferdinand 
Seventh  to  absolute  power.  As  the  invasion 
drew  near  to  a  successful  issue,  symptoms 
began  to  appear  of  a  design  on  the  part  of 
the  French  government,  to  reimburse  them- 
selves for  the  expenses  of  the  expedition  out 
of  the  American  colonies,  and  in  order  to 
paralyze  the  expected1  opposition  of  England, 
to  call  a  congress  of  the  continental  powers 
forming  the  "Holy  Alliance."  They  were 
depended  upon  to  sustain  France  in  this 
movement,  because  the  Spanish  colonies 
were  regarded  by  the  members  of  the  Holy 
Alliance  as  rebellious  subjects  setting  at  defi- 
ance the  authority  of  their  legitimate  sover- 
eign. 

The  great  object  which  the  British  Gov- 
ernment now  proposed  to  itself,  under  the 
auspices  ol  Mr.  Cauning,  was  to  baffle  these 
designs  of  France  and  the  Holy  Alliance  on 
the  Spanish  Colonies,  and  for  this  there 
were  three  motives:  1.  To  avenge  the  af- 
front offered  to  Great  Britain  by  the  inva- 
sion of  her  ally,  Spain  ;  2.  To  "redress  the 
balance  of  power  disturbed  in  the  East  by 
calling  into  existence  a  new  world  in  the 
West ;"  3.  To  procure  for  England  the  bene- 
fit of  an  unrestricted  commerce  with  the 
American  Colonies.  Fearing,  however,  that 
a  lormal  recognition  of  the  independence  of 
those  colonies  would  involve  England  in  a 
war  with  the  continental  powers,  Mr.  Can- 
ning determined  to  try  the  efficacy  of  an 
"open  straightforward  declaration  of  his 
future  intentions."  His  first  step,  in  order 
to  give  added  weight  to  such  a  declaration, 
was  to  solicit  the  co  operation  of  the  Ameri- 
can Government.    Accordingly,  on  the  16th

Five  days  later  (31st  August)  Mr.  Canning 
addressed  a  third  letter  to  Mr.  Rush  from 
the  country,  intimating  that  events  might 
make  it  necessary  for  him  to  act  without 
wailing  for  the  co  operation  of  the  United 
Slates.  On  his  return  to  town  on  the  18th 
of  September,  he  had  another  conference 
with  Mr.  Rush  on  the  same  subject,  in  the 
course  of  which  ho  pressed  upon  the  Ameri- 
can Minister,  to  the  point  of  importunity,  the 
expediency  of  the  proposed  declaration.  In 
case  a  Congress  of  the  European  powers 
should  be  called  to  dispose  of  the  affairs  of 
Spanish  America,  he  stated  that  he  should 
insist  on  the  United  States  being  represent 
ed.  Mr.  Rush  yielded  so  far  to  Mr.  Can- 
ning's urgent  solicitations  as  to  promise  at 
"engtli.  if  Great  Britain  would  at  once  recog 
nize  the  Spanish  Colonies,  that  lie  would 
take  the  responsibility,  even  without  instruc- 
tions, of  joining  in  the  Declaration. 

Eight  days  after  this  interview,  another 
conference  took  place  between  Mr  Rush 
and  Mr.  Canning,  at  the  request  ol  the  latter 
still  earnestly  soliciting  the  co  operation  of 
United  Slates  Mr.  Rush  liavirig  made  the 
recognition  of  the  Spanish  Colonics  by  Eng 
Ian  da  condition  precedent,  Mr.  Canning  now 
asked  if  he  would  not  join  in  the  declaration 
provided  England  would  promise  to  recog- 
nize the  Colonies  hereafter.  The  subject  was 
discussed  at  two  other  interviews  between 
Mr  Canning  and  Mr.  Rush  in  the  course  of 
the  autumn,  and  the  reader  will  perhaps  be 
pleased  to  see  a  specimen  of  the  arguments, 
by  which  the  former  urged  the  adoption  by 
the  United  States,  in  conjunction  with  Eng- 
land, of  the  Monroe  doctrine  Mr.  Rush 
having  stated  that  it  had  been  the  tradition- 
ary rule  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  not  to  interfere  with  European  poli- 
tics, Mr.  Canning  replied  : 

However  just  sWh  a  policy  might  have  boen 
formerly,  or  might  coutinue  to  be  as  a  general 
policy,  he  apprehended  that  powerful  and  con- 
trolling circumstance')  made  it  inapplicable  upon 
the  present  occasion.  The  question  was  a  new 
and  complicated  ono  in  modern  affairs.  It  was 
also  full  as  much  American  as  European  to MJ  no 
More.  It  concerned  the  United  States  under 
aspects  and  interests  as  immediate  and  command- 
ing, as  it  did  or  could  any  of  the  States  of  Eu- 
rope. They  were  the  first  power  established  on 
that  continent,  and  confessedly  the  leading  power. 
They  were  connected  with  Spanish  America  by 
their  position,  as  with  Europe  by  their  relations  ; 
and  they  abo  stood  connected  with  these  new 
Slates  by  political  relations.  Wat  if  pottible  that 
they  ci'uld  tee  with  indifference  their  fate  decided 
upon  by  Europe  t  Could  Europe  expect  this  iu- 
differenco?  Had  not  a  new  epoch  arrived  in  the 
relative  position  of  the  United  States  toward  Eu- 
rope which  Europe  must  acknowledge  Wert  the 
tjrttlt  political  and  commercial  intcrctlt  which  hang 
upon  the  dettiniet  of  the  new  Continent,  to  be  cantatt- 
ed  and  adjutted  in  thit  hemitphere,  without  the  co- 
operation or  even  knowledge  of  the  United  State*? 
Were  they  to  be  canvassed  and  adjusted,  he  would 
oven  add,  without  some  proper  understanding  be- 
tweon  the  United  Statesand  Great  Britain,  as  the 
two  chief  commercial  and  maratime  States  of  both 
worlds  ?  He  hoped  not,  he  would  wish  to  per- 
suade himself  not." 

Such  was  the  vehemence  with  which  Mr. 
Canning  urged  the  United  States  to  assume 
the  ground  of  the  Monroe  doctrine.  Mr. 
Rush,  of  course,  communicated  these  over- 
tures from  time  to  lime  to  h  is  government. 
His  first  dispatches  on  the  subject  were  re- 
ceived in  Washington  by  the  end  of  August. 
1823.  The  subject  immediately  engaged  the 
attention  of  Mr.  Monroe  and  his  cabinet. 
In  addition  to  the  counsel  of  his  official  ad- 
visers, the  President  sought  that  of  Mr  Jef- 
ferson, to  whom  he  sent  copies  o<  Mr.  Rush's 
letters.  Mr.  Jefferson  warmly  recommend 
ed  the  step  proposed  bv  Mr.  Canning,  ami 
encouraged  Mr.  Monroe  to  make  the  desired 
declaration.  His  cabinet  concurred  in  the 
advice,  and  accordingly,  in  his  message  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  session  of  Congress, 
the  President,  alter  alluding  to  the  radical 
difference  of  the  political  systems  of  Eu- 
rope and  America,  expressed  himself  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Wo  owe  it  therefore  to  candor  and  to  the  am- 
icable rotations  existing  between  the  United  States 
aud  those  powers  to  declare,  that  we  should  con- 
sider any  attempt  on  their  part  to  extend  their 
system  to  any  portion  of  this  hemisphere,  as  dan- 
gerous to  our  poace  and  safety.  With  the  ex- 
isting colonies  or  dependencies  of  any  European 
power  we  have  not  interfered  und  shall  not  in- 
terfere. But  with  the  Governments  who  have 
declarod  their  indeopondenco  and  maintained  it, 
and  whose  independence  we  have  on  greatconsid- 
eration  and  on  just  principles  acknowledged,  we 
could  not  view  any  interposition  for  the  purpose 
of  oppressing  them  or  controlling  in  any  other 
manner  their  destiny,  by  any  European  power,  in 
any  other  light  than  as  a  manifestation  of  an 
unfriendly  disposition  towards  the  United  States." 

Such,  as  faras  Spanish  America  is  concern- 
ed, was  this  celebrated  declaration,  to  which 
Mr.  Canning  had  so  importunately  urged 
the  United  States.  In  another  part  of  the 
same  message,  and  in  reference  to  the  nego- 
tiation with  Russia,  relative  to  the  bounda- 
ries of  the  two  powers  on  the  North  West- 
ern coast  of  the  continent,  President  Monroe 
observed  that, 

"In  the  discussion  to  which  the  interests  ha 
given  rise,  the  occasion  has  been  judged  propor 
for  asserting,  as  a  principle,  in  which  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  United  States  aro  involved, 
that  the  American  Continents,  by  the  free  and 
independent  condition  which  they  have  assumed 
aud  maintain,  are  henceforth  not  to  be  considered 
as  subjects  for  future  colonisation  by  any  Euro- 
pean power." 

These  two  statements  of  principle,  in  parts 
of  Mr.  Monroe's  message,  remote  from  each 
other  and  relating  to  totally  different  sub- 
jects, form  what  is  usually  called  the  Mon- 
roe doctrine.  Much  confusion  of  ideas  has 
existed  with  reference  to  its  purport  and  in- 
tended application,  which  I  shall  not  at- 
tempt on  this  occasion  to  explain.  I  will 
only  observe  that  it  has  never,  in  any  accep- 
tion,   received  a  legislative  confirmation  ; 


Great  Britain  to  take  part  in  a  Congress,  it 
effectually  put  an  end  to  the  project  ol  as- 
sembling one  similar  to  those  which  had  met 
at  Vienna,  Aix-la  Chapelle,  Laybach  and 
Verona." 

The  reception  of  the  Presidential  declara- 
tion by  the  English  public  in  general  and 
in  Parliament  might  be  called  enthusiastic. 
Mr.  (now  Lord)  Brougham  said  "the  ques- 
tion with  regard  to  South  America  now  was, 
he  believed,  disposed  of  or  nearly  so;  for  an 
event  had  recently  happened,  Man  which  no 
event  had  ever  dispersed  greater  joy,  exultation, 
and  gratitude  over  all  the  freemen  of  Europe  ; 
that  event,  which  was  decisive  on  the  sub- 
ject, was  the  language  held  with  respect  to 
Spanish  America,  in  the  speech  or  message 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  the 
Congress." 

Mr.  Stapleton,  in  quoting  this  remark  ol 
Lord  Brougham,  asks,  "but  was  not  that 
language  which  in  Mr.  Brougham's  opinion 
was  decisive  on  the  subject,  in  a  very  great 
degree,  if  not  wholly,  the  result  of  Mr.  Can 
ning'e  overture  to  Mr.  Rush  ?" 

Sir  James  Mackintosh,  alluding  to  the 
message,  said  : 

"That  wise  government,  in  grave  butdetormin 
ed  language,  and  with  that  reasonable  but  de 
liberate  tone  that  becomes  true  courago,  proclaims 
the  principles  of  her  policy  and  makes  known  the 
cases  in|which|the  care  of  her  own  safety  will  compel 
her  to  take  up  arms  for  the  defense  of  other  States. 
I  have  already  oberved  its  coincidence  with  the  dec- 
larations of  England,  which  indeed  is  perfect,  if 
allowance  be  made  for  the  deeper,  or  at  least 
more  immediate  interest  in  tbo  independence  of 
.South  America,  which  near  neighborhood  gives 
to  the  United  States.  This  coincidence  of  tbo 
two  great  English  commonwealths  (for  so  I  de- 
light to  call  them ,  and  I  heartily  pray  that  they 
may  bo  forever  united  ill  the  cause  of  justice  and 
liberty )  cannot  be  contomplated  without  the  ut- 
most pleasure  by  overy  enlightened  citizen  of  the 
earth."  x 

Would  that  words  like  these  were  oftener 
heard  in  the  British  Parliament! 

There  was  one  point  only  in  this  part  of 
the  President's  message  to  which  Mr.  Can- 
ning excepted.  He  understood,  it  to  deny 
not  only  the  right  of  other  foreign  powers  to 
interfere  for  the  recovery  of  the  Spanish 
American  Colonies,  but  the  right  of  the 
mother  country  to  continue  her  efforts  for 
that  purpose.  He  thought  it  necessary  to 
declare  that  he  did  not  assent  to  that  princi- 
ple, and  it  is  quite  doubtful  whether  Mr. 
Monroe,  though  he  used  the  phrase  "any 
European  power,"  meant  to  interfere  beween 
Spain  ami  her  former  colonies.  Lord  John 
Russell,  however,  urged  that  if,  after  the 
invasion  ol  Spain  by  France,  a  Spanish  army 
were  sent  by  Ferdinand  tore-subjugate  the 
colonies,  inasmuch  as  such  Spanish  army 
would  have  been  set  al  liberty  by  the  French 
occupation,  the  expedition  should  be  regard- 
ed as  virtually  French,  and  as  such  resisted 
by  England. 

Such  as  far  as  Mexico  is  concerned,  is  the 
Monroe  doctrine ;  such  its  origin,  such  its 
significance,  such  its  history;  urged,  all  but 
lorced,  on  the  United  State*  by  the  impor- 
tunity of  England,  hailed  with  rapture  in 
her  Parliament  on  its  announcement,  claim 
ed  on  behalf  of  Mr.  C  anning  as  the  work  of 
his  hands,  admitted  to  have  been  decisive  of 
the  leading  measure  of  his  administration, 
now  quoted  among  the  studied  insults  which 
the  United  States  have  for  fifty  years  been 
offering  to  Great  Britain;  another  proof 
that  instead  of  being  a  loyal  Iricnd  to  that 
country,  she  has  shown  herself  to  be  a  "grasp- 
ing aud  a 'bullying  enemy  :"  ami  the  "mer- 
chants of  London"  are  rejoiced  that  a  French 
invasion,  the  precise  movement  which  Mr. 
Canning  in  1823  urged  the  United  States  to 
join  him  in  forbidding,  has  succeeded  in 
trampling  in  the  dust  the  policy  which  Eng- 
land then  had  so  much  al  heart,  and  to 
which  it  is  as  much  her  interest  now  as  ever 
to  adhere  !

The  Congressional  Committee  on  "the  Con- 
duct of  the  War"  state  in  their  published  re- 
port that  "Ihe  Administration  called  bv  the 
people  to  the  head  of  the  Government,  in 
this  the  most  critical  period  of  the  nation's 
history,  has  been  more  promptly  and  fullv 
supported  than  that  of  any  other  Govern- 
ment of  which  history  has  preserved  anv 
record.

The  people  to-day,  though  we 
believe  a  large  majority  of  them  dissent 
from  some  of  the  measures  of  the  Adminis- 
tration, are  not  willing  tojsay  or  do  any- 
thing that  can  embarrass  its  operations  or 
detract  from  its  efficiency.  Many  see  (or 
honestly  think  they  see)  that  the  Adminis- 
tration makes  mistakes,  and  if  they  give 
expression  to  this  belief  in  particular  instan- 
ces, it  is  because  they  desire  to  guard  it 
against  errors  injurious  to  the  cause  of  the

That  there  are  others  who  do  oppose  the 
men  and  measures  of  the  Administration 
for  partizan  reasons  or  objects,  is  undoubted;

"The  Government  has  made  mistakes;  it 
has  at  limes  pursued  an  illogical,  weak,  and 
timid  policy;  it  has  done  some  things  calcu- 
lated t>  alienate  popular  sympathy;  but, 
outside  of  that  really  unimportant  class 
which  have  made  personal  ends  paramount 
to  the  public  good,  it  has  alwavs  been  able 
to  rely  upon  a  eordial,  unconditional,  and 
efficient  support.  No  mere  moral  power  in 
this  country  has  been  stronger  in  times  past 
than  party  feeling;  it  has  resembled  the 
clanship  of  earlier  slates  of  society;  men 
have  given  fortune,  reputation,  and  cease- 
less and  unsparing  efforts  to  the  cause  of 
their  political  party;  nevertheless,  the  popu- 
lar attachment  to  the  Union  has  been  strong- 
er than  party;  and  confdence  in  its  st abi li- 
ly, even  in  times  of  almost  parlizan  madness, 
has  risen  above  all  considerations  of  inter- 
est, all  social  and  domestic  affections,  all 
political  claims  and  influences,  until  it  has 
reached  the  dignity  of  an  undying  virtue. 
There  are  men  who,  forgetting  the  strength 
of  this  instinct  of  nationally,  have  at  inter- 
vals in  the  war  dismally  prophesied  our  de- 
feat because  of  our  party  rancors  and  dis- 
sensions. There  are  others,  traitors  at  heart,

of 


Graves  couniy,  Ky.,  held  at  the  Courthouse 
in  Mayfield.  Samuel  Willet  was  elected 
chairman,  and  B.  O.  Jones  appointed  secre- 
tary. The  object  ol  the  meeting  having 
been  explained  by  the  chairman,  the  follow- 
ing preamble  and  resolutions  were  unani- 
mously adopted  :  * 

Whereas,  the  counties  of  Graves  and  Cal- 
loway, in  this  Slate,  bordering  on  the  liueol 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  have  recently  suf- 
fered from  rebel  raids  and  guerrilla  bands, 
and  we  are  still  threatened  with  these  raids; 
and  Union  men  have  been  robbed  and  plun- 
dered of  their  property,  but  no  rebel  sympa- 
thizer has  suffered  from  them  ;  these  raids 
we  have  reasons  to  believe  were  made  at  the 
instance  and  request  of  the  rebels  in  our 
in  i. 1st.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  organize  under  the 
amended  State  Guard  act  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature, and  request  our  able  Governor,  Gen- 
eral Bratnlette,  to  permit  the  Union  men 
west  of  lbs  Tennessee  river  to  organize  for 
their  defense  and  protection. 

Resolved,  That  we  again  tender  our  thanks 
and  gratitude  to  General  Hurlbut  for  his  late 
order,  in  which  he  makes  the  rebel  sympa- 
thizers in  our  midst  responsible  to  the  Union 
men  for  their  losses  caused  by  rebel  and 
guerrilla  raids  :  which  order  we  heartily  en- 
dorse, and  which  is  in  keeping  with  all  his 
acts  as  a  United  States  General,  strengthen- 
ing, as  he  does,  the  Union  men  and  crush- 
ing treason  and  traitors.  His  policy,  if  car- 
ried out  by  all  the  departments  and  officers 
of  the  Government,  would  speedily  result  in 
crushing  out  all  opposition  to  its  author- 
ity. 

Resolved,  That  we  call  Ihe  attention  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  all  other 
officers  controlling  the  trade  in  this  part  of 
Kentucky,  to  the  fact  that  traitors  have  more 
protection  in  the  trade  of  the  country  than 
Union  men,  all  of  which  is  the  result  of  the 
tacts  being  misrepresented  to  the  proper  au 
(horities  by  pretended  Union  men  and  dis- 
guised traitors,  most  of  whom  reside  in  that 
sink  ol  secession,  rebellion,  and  crime.

BttfTlie  people  of  Ohio,  the  large  mass 
of  whom,  as  in  every  other  loyal  State,  are 
loyal  to  the  CotiBtitulion,  laws,  ami  Gtovern- 
menl  of  the  United  Slates  have  a  hard  time. 
They  have  too  candidates  tor  Governor,  from 
whom  a  choice  is  to  be  made  this  month  — 
Vallandigham  and  Brough.  •  The  former  is 
a  traitor,  depending  for  his  success  upon 
disaster*  to  the  Federal  arms,  while  the  lat- 
ter is  a  conditional  Union  man,  who  does 
not  desire,  and  ol  course  will  not  use  his 
official  influence,  if  elected,  to  promote,  the 
salvation  of  the  Government,  and  the  res- 
toration of  the  Union  unless,  and  not  until, 
slavery  is  destroyed.

Gover- 
nors of  States  are  to  exert  a  powerful  influ 
ence  upon  the  conduct,  management,  and  re- 
sult of  this  struggle  for  National  existence, 
and,  instead  of  becoming  the  radical  expo- 
nents of  the  malignant  theory  of  the  Aboli. 
tion  faction,  should  co-operate  heartily  in  all 
proper  measures  tor  the  preservation  of  the 
Constitution,  the    Union,  and  the  Govern- 
ment formed  by  them.    This  'malignant 
theory"  aims  at  the  destruction  of  both — if 
carried  out  will  result  in  the  destruction  of 
both.    Its  success  prevents  a  restoration  of 
the  Nation,  and  can  only  end  in  general  dis- 
organization and  ruin. 

Gen.  Frank  Blair  on  Gen  Jim  Laue. 

The  Blair  family  occasionally  do  and 
say  some  good  things  Frank,  fresh  from 
theaamp,  and  the  battle  field,  where  he  had 
acted  with  much  credit,  made  a  speech  in 
St.  Louis,  recently,  in  which  he  gives  his 
opinion  of  .Tim  Lane,  the  master  spirit  of 
the  Kansas-Missouri  delegation,  now  at 
Washington  to  bully  the  President  into  a 
change  of  his  men  and  polioy  in  the  Wes- 
tern Department.  Although  Frank  speaks  in 
strong  terms,  he  hardly  does  the  subject  jus- 
tice. The  English  vocabulary  is  insufficient 
It  would  be  a  shame  and  a  disgrace  if  this 
"debased  and  degraded"  man,  is  allowed  to 
dictate  to  the  President  and  his  Cabinet. 
But,  as  we  have  stated  so  often,  we  place 
great  hope  in  the  good  sense  and  firmness  of 
Mr.  Lincoln. 

Blair  in  his  speech  says

ing, and  lie  came  across  a  man  by  the  name 
ol  Hook,  who  professed  to  be  the  best  Union 
man  in  Jackson  County.  This  man  Hook, 
upon  being  interrogated,  admitted  that  lie 
had  seen  some  of  the  guerrillas,  and  then  it 
is  reported  that  some  one  inquired  of  Lane 
what  became  of  this  man  Hook,  and  he  re- 
plied :  "In  hell  :  I  left  him  in  the  hands  of  the 
executioners."

[Laughter 
and  applause  ]  And  there  is  a  suspicion 
even,  that  he  is  debased  and  degraded  enough 
to  boast  of  a  murder-committed  when  he 
even  did  not  have  the  audacity  to  attempt  it 
[Applause]

[For  the  Commonwealth.] 
Tke  Defenso  of  Kentucky. 

Editor  Commonwealth  : 

That  which  should  be  made  of  paramount 
importance  with  us,  as  Kenluckians,  at  this 
time,  Is  the  defense  of  our  State.  We  should 
no  longer  rely  upon  the  Federal  army  for 
that  purpose.  That  army  has  done  for  ns 
all  that  we  have  a  right  to  expect,  or  ought 
to  demand  of  it,  viz  :  driven  the  armies  of 
the  rebels  from  our  borders — completely  and 
and.  we  trust,  finally. 

Still  we  dare  not  lay  to  ourselves  the  flat 
tering  unction,  that  we  no  longer  need  pro- 
tection. Two  years  of  bitter  experience 
hare  taught  us,  thai  the  disturbers  of  our 
peace,  and  spoliators  of  our  property,  are  bj 
no  means  confined  to  the  armies  proper  of 
the,  rebellion.  On  the  contrary,  that  when 
their  army  is  vanquished,  and  driven  out, 
predatory  hands  of  guerrillas  and  outlaws 
infest  the  country,  wherever  a  point  is  left 
unguarded,  and  that  an  armed  lorce  is  in 
dispensiblc  to  the  safety  and  quiet  of  our 
people. 

We  have  said  that,  having  driven  the  reb 
el  armies  from  our  midst,  we  can  not,  and 
ought  not,  to  expect  the  Federal  forces  to 
protect  ns  from  these  miscreants.  All  the 
available  forces  of  the  Government  should 
be  massed  and  hurled  against  the  organized 
lorces  of  the  rebellion  until  they  are  crushed 
Already  have  v/e  seen  the  sad  results  of  scat- 
tering our  armies  lor  the  protection  of  locali- 
ties, whilst  the  policy  of  the  enemy  is,  and 
has  always  been,  to  concentrate  his  troops 
and  overwhelm  our  detachments.  We  hope 
to  see  no  more  of  this,  but  trust  that  all  the 
forces  of  the  Government  will  be  constantly 
concentrated  and  hurled  against  the  enemy 
with  a  power  which  can  but  be  irresistable- 
L«t  localities  protect  themselves  from 
raiders,  robbers,  and  guerrillas.  They  can 
easily  do  so,  and  if  they  will  not  they  do  not 
deserve  protection.  But  to  insure  this,  there 
must  needs  be  organization,  and  it  is  to  this 
that  we  would  direct  attention  in  this  com- 
munication. 

'  To  our  mind  the  best,  we  may  say  the 
only,  practicable  modeof  protecting  the  State; 
is  the  organization  of  a  State  force  for  the  pur- 
pose. Not  a  large  army,  for  that  is  not  re- 
quired, but  a  few  regiments  of  picked  men 
well  mounted  and  armed,  under  the  com- 
mand of  able,  experience  and  determined 
officers,  whose  exclusive  business  it  shall  be 
to  patrol  the  Slate  and  exterminate  these  bands 
of  plunderers.  We  would  urge  upon  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  the  importance 
of  this  step,  and  trust  they  will  appreciate 
its  importance,  and  make  it  the  very  first 
subject  of  their  consfderation.  Let  them 
make  the  necessary  appropriation,  and  au- 
thorize the  Executive  at  once  to  organize  at 
least  2,500  mounted  men,  for  the  especial 
duty.  In  other  words,  let  them  make  pro- 
visions to  foot  the  bills,  and  give  Gov  Brara- 
lette  the  contraot  of  ridding  our  State  of 
guerrillas,  and,  our  word  for  it  we  shall  have 
no  more  thieving  raids  and  bridge-burnings 
in  Kentucky.  MARS.

General  Sam.  Houston,  whose  death  we 
have  announced,  was  born  in  Rockbridge 
county,  Virginia.  His  lather,  an  officer  in 
the  war  of  the  Revolution,  died  in  1807,  leav 
ing  a  widow  and  nine  children.  Soon  alter 
Mrs.  H.  and  all  her  children  crossed  the 
Alleghany  Mountains  and  took  up  her  rest 
dence  near  the  Tennessee  river,  then  the 
boundary  between  white  men  and  the  Cher- 
okee Indians.  Sam.  was  soon  placed  in  a 
country  store,  but  was  thus  employed  only 
a  few  weeks  when  he  ran  oil' and  spent  sever- 
al months  among  the  Cherokee  Indians. 
When  eighteen  years  of  age  ha  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  the  United  States  army,  and  was 
soon  made  an  ensign.  He  distinguished 
himself  at  the  battle  of  the  Horse  Shoe,  un- 
der Gen.  Jackson,  in  1814,  and  was  danger- 
ously wounded.  After  peace  he  was  made 
a  lieutenant,  but  resigned,  and  studied  law 
in  Nashville.  He  was  soon  after  elected 
District  Attorney  of  Davidson  county,  Ten- 
nessee, and  Major-General  of  the  Stale,  and 
in  1S2-J  was  sent  to  CoDgress.  lie  was  re- 
elected in  l  S2i,  and  chosen  Governor  in  1827. 
This  latter  office,  inconsequence  ol"  a  domes- 
lis  affliction,  he  resigned  in  1829,  and  again 
made  his  home  among  the  Cherokee  I  ndians, 
with  whom  he  remained  for  three  years,  and 
and  became  exceedingly  popular  with  them. 
Subsequently  he  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  State  Convention  which  met  at  San 
Felipedc  Austin  in  1833,  and  alter  adopting 
a  constitution,  addressed  a  memorial  to  the 
Government  of  Mexico,  setting  forth  the 
reasons  why  Texas  should  be  recognized  as 
one  of  the  Slates  of  the  Mexican  Confedera- 
cy. The  distinguished  part  Gen.  Houston 
look  in  the  war  that  followed  this  movement 
is  well  known.  He  was  the  first  President 
of  the  new  Republic  in  1836,  and  was  again 
elected  to.lhe  same  othVe  in  1841.  On  the 
admission  ol  Texas  into  the  Union  in  1815, 
he  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate, 
where  he  served  several  years,  and  on  bin 
final  return  lo  Texas  he  was  again  chosen 
Governor  of  the  Slate.  This  office  he  held 
for  a  short  time  alter  the  war  broke  out.
